tary pay bill on the other side of the 
Capitol. 

Hearings before the Kilday Subcom- 
mittee will continue next week, Addi- 
tional details of the pay plan are ex- 
pected to be spelled out by the person- 
nel chiefs of each of the Services. 

As the hearings opened this week, 
Chairman Kilday reviewed the military 
pay picture from 1908 to the present. He 
noted that the Career Compensation Act 
of 1949 is the only over-all revision which 
has been made in military pay in the last 
47 years. 

The Chairman also pointed out that 
the most recent pay boost for military 
personnel (1952) “was a good deal less 
than was granted for civilian employees 
at that time.” 

Defense leaders called by Congressman 
Kilday to testify on the pay plan (see

ATC’s 1954 Safety Record Best Yet— 
Below 17 Accidents Per 100,000 Hours 


Final tabulation of Air Training Com- 
mand flying safety records for 1954 will 
show a marked decline in accident rate 
from the past several years and virtually 
a 50 per cent drop since 1948. 

That record is being achieved despite 
increased utilization of high performance 
aircraft throughout the training pro- 
gram, which now accounts for about 
3,500,000 flying hours per year. 

Reporters attending an Air Training 
Command Headquarters briefing at Scott 
AFB, Ill., were told this week by Lt. Col. 


Thomas A. Personett, USAF, of the Flying 
Safety Directorate, that the 1954 rate, 
when finally computed, will show less 
than 17 accidents per 100,000 flying hours. 

That was the rate achieved during the 





first nine months of the year “and the 
last three months were our best,’ he 
stated. 

The ATC accident rate was 24 in 1953, 
declining from 27 the year before and 29 
in 1951. 

In flying about 800,000 hours in 1948, the 
Air Training Command showed an acci- 
dent rate of 31. 

He noted that the ATC in that period 
accounted for 40 per cent of all USAF 
flying, world-wide, with 31 per cent of 
major accidents, 27 per cent of fatalities 
and 29 per cent of destroyed aircraft. 

ATC officials observed that this record 
was achieved despite the fact that flying 
training is characterized by much higher

Service personnel who were required to pay part of the cost of shipping 
their household goods back to the States from overseas stations will be re- 
imbursed if Congress approves legislation introduced by Senator Richard B. 


The Chairman of the Senate Armed Services Committee has introduced 
| S. 796 which would refund approximately $63,000 to Army and Navy personnel. 

Changed shipping regulations made it necessary for some personnel who 
shipped more than 9,000 pounds of household goods overseas at Government 
expense to pay for the excess when the goods were shipped back to the States. 
The reduced allowance was put into effect by the Congress, and the Defense 
Department believes that reimbursement is in order since personnel were “led 
to believe the return shipment would be at Government expense.” 

In submitting the bill to Congress, the Defense Department pointed out 
that individuals who were required to make reimbursements include “in some 
| cases,” members of the Reserve “who were recalled to active duty, had their 
household goods shipped at Government expense, and have since been called 
upon to defray part of the cost of the return shipment when being returned to 


The Department said “Actions of this nature lend support to the charge 
that the services are constantly changing the conditions of service from those 
in effect at the time military personnel came on active duty.” 








Navy, Marines Plan 
19,000 Promotions 


The Navy and Marine Corps will pro- 
mote approximately 19,000 officers during 
the coming fiscal year. 

In a report to the Senate Armed Serv- 
ices Committee, the Navy said it will 
make 40 flag promotions and elevate nine 
Medical Service Corps officers to the rank

Rep. Vinson Backs 
Reduction in Army

Democratic opposition to the cutback 
and General Matthew B. Ridgway’s 
statement that the program will jeopard- 
ize the national security to a degree had

Chairman Vinson might lead a fight to 
restore the cuts. 

The House Armed Services Committee 
leader said this week, however, that the 
planned manpower program is “the first 
stable military program” to be submitted

Survivors’ Law 


Benefits for survivors of military 
personnel will be subjected to further 
study in the 84th Congress by a new- 
ly-appointed select committee of the 
House of Representatives. 

Representative Porter Hardy, jr. 
(D-Va), a member of the House Armed 
Services Committee, has been named 
Chairman of a five-man group to probe 
into the complex survivors’ benefits 
laws, and write new legislation. 

A similar group, headed by Repre- 
sentative William H. Bates (R-Mass), 
studied the problem during the 83d 
Congress and recommended that mili- 
tary personnel be placed under Social 
Security. At the same time the select 
committee urged continued

During the last session of Congress | 


the Committee held extensive hearings 


which resulted in a finding that the | 


present system of providing survivors’ 


benefits “is cumbersome, often dupli- | 


cative in its intent and purpose, and in 
many cases inequitable, and unduly 
costly to administer.” 

The group also urged that FECA 
(Federal Employee Compensation 
Act) benefits be terminated for certain 
Reservists. They said it was never the 
intent of Congress to provide “today’s 
military reservists” with such benefits. 


UNDER THE CHAIRMANSHIP of 
Congressman Hardy, the Committee 
is empowered to draft a comprehen- 
sive bill which will incorporate all of 
the survivor benefits legislation under 
one act, instead of the several laws 
which now govern such payments. The 
proposed legislation also will reflect 
changes which the Committee believes 
necessary to improve present laws. 

Representative James W. Trimble 


(D-Ark.) said “Applicable laws on this | 
subject are very complicated and have | 


created quite a bit of confusion for | 


and, I might say, injustice to these 
survivors. I think the investigation 
is a worthwhile project.” 
Representative Teague told the 
House that the problem of survivors’ 
benefits is one that becomes bigger 
“every day that it is not solved, and 


a problem that Congress must solve.” | 


Under present laws, he pointed out, “A 
member of the armed services may 
receive about five different survivor 


benefits or a combination of those sur- | 


vivor benefits.” 

He said there are today about 
68,000 widows who draw only $87 a 
month, compared with some survivors 
who draw several hundred dollars 
monthly. “Surely,” he said, “those 
figures will prove to this House that 
there is something that needs to be 
done.” 


SEVERAL WITNESSES who ap- 
peared during the earlier study gave 
testimony that “the Federal Govern- 
ment, which in most cases provides 
adequately for Armed Forces person- 
nel, has failed to provide adequately 
for survivors of former Armed Forces 
personnel while under retirement.” 

Recommendations previously made 
by the Committee would continue the 
six months’ death gratuity paid by 
the Defense Department, This gratuity 
“serves a useful purpose,” the group 
said. “A flat lump-sum payment has 
considerable merit, but the level of 
such lump-sum benefit can only be 


fixed when there exists full knowledge 
as to the level of payments provided 


under any revised survivor benefit 


program.” 








“Only Absolute Weapon is Man,” Gen. Ridgway Says; 
Stresses Privilege of Service and Respect of Subordinates 


“One of the most striking effects will, 


General Matthew B. Ridgway, Army Chief of Staff, has told the Service that the 


only “absolute weapon” is man. 


In an address before the officers of The Artillery Center, Ft. Sill, Okla., General 
Ridgway said that “despite the remarkable developments in military technology, 
despite the weapons and machines which have vastly expanded our striking power, 
it is still a basic truth that the only absolute weapon is man. Upon his determination, 
his stamina, and his skill, rests the issue of victory or defeat in war.” The General 
made a similar talk before the Infantry Center at Ft. Benning, Ga., and the Armored 


Center at Ft. Knox, Ky. 


“Among some circles today,” he said, 
“a belief seems to prevail that modern 
wars may be quickly won by means of 
nuclear and thermonuclear weapons 
which will make unnecessary the opera- 
tion of ground combat forces. This may 
prove true. Yet no man can today be sure 
of the nature, duration, or outcome of 
all-out wars of the future, if such catas- 
trophies should eventuate. Therefore, 
taken as an assumed basis for planning, 
no concept could be more potentially dan- 
gerous, perhaps even fatal, than the idea 
that the war would be over in a few days, 
weeks, or even months. War can take too 
many forms and can be characterized by 
too many surprises for any arbitrary or 
single premise as to its nature to be war- 
ranted. When survival as an independent 
people is at stake reasonable people will 
not place their reliance on any single 
weapon.” 


TEXT OF ADDRESS 


The full text of this significant address 
by the Army’s Chief of Staff follows: 

“The theme underlying my remarks to 
you today is that despite the remarkable 
developments in military technology, de- 
spite the weapons and machines which 
have vastly expanded our striking power, 
it is still a basic truth that the only 
absolute weapon is man, Upon his deter- 
mination, his courage, his stamina, and 
his skill rests the issue of victory or de- 
feat in war. 

‘“‘My remarks deal with three principal, 
related subjects—the role of the Army to- 
day; the privilege of service; and the officer- 
enlisted man relationship. 


ROLE OF THE ARMY 


‘‘Now let's look first at the role of the 
Army. 

‘“‘Wars are won when the enemy’s will to 
continue resistance is broken. History has 
shown beyond any question that, when the 
people of a nation believe in the cause for 
which they are fighting, they will accept de- 
feat only when all reasonable hope for suc- 
cess through continued resistance is lost, 
when their armed forces have been destroyed, 
decisively defeated, or rendered impotent. 

“In other words, the military objective in 
war is the defeat of the enemy’s armed forces. 
It is vitally important to keep this fact in 
mind. 

“The means employed to achieve this ob- 
jective include attacks upon the enemy's abil- 
ity to support his armed forces with sup- 
plies and equipment, munitions and rein- 
forcements. They probably will include pres- 
sures upon the basic economic and social 
structure of the enemy nation—not as ends 
in themselves, but because of the effect of 
such pressures upon the capabilities of the 
enemy armed forces. 

‘However, it is defeat of those armed 
forces which must be our ultimate mili- 
tary objective. 

“AMONG SOME CIRCLES TODAY, a be- 
lief seems to prevail that modern wars may 
be quickly won by means of nuclear and 
thermonuclear weapons which will make un- 
necessary the operations of ground combat 
forces. This may prove true. Yet no man can 
today be sure of the nature, duration, or 
outcome of all-out wars of the future, if 
such catastrophes should eventuate. There 
fore, taken as an assumed basis for planning, 
no concept could be more potentially dan- 
gerous, perhaps even fatal, than the idea that 
the war would be over in a few days, weeks, 
or even months. War can take too many 
forms and can be characterized by too many 
surprises for any arbitrary or single promise 
as to its nature to be warranted. When sur- 
vival as an independent people is at stake 
reasonable people will not place their reli- 
ance on any single system. 

“Consider first the situation of a global 
war. 

“If nuclear weapons were only used stra- 
tegically—that is, against the fixed facilities 
and industrial installations of an enemy 
power—it would still be a considerable time 
before shortages induced by air attacks upon 
sources of supply and lines of communication 
would begin to be seriously felt by enemy 
forces in the forward areas. Strategic bom- 
bardment, in fact, is of military value chiefly 
for its long-range, not its immediate, effects. 

“Furthermore, unless the enemy’s attack- 
ing ground forces were effectively opposed 
on the ground, they could, by seizure of sup- 





plies and facilities in the territory of our 
allies, replace much of what had been lost 
in the bombing of their own homeland. That 
would leave us with the choice of allowing 
the enemy to keep what he had taken, or of 
bombing allied territory at an inevitable 
great cost in lives and property of friendly 
peoples. 

“If nuclear weapons were also used tac- 
tically, they would find remunerative targets 
only if enemy ground forces were compelled 
to concentrate in an effort to break through 
our own ground defense forces. And if these 
were too few in strength to compel concen- 
tration, we would find only unremunerative 
targets for our nuclear weapons. 

“There is also the possibility, in a war 
occurring some years hence, that atomic and 
hydrogen weapons might not be used at all, 
neither opponent being willing to initiate 
action which could be expected to bring on 
retaliation in kind. In that case, the role of 
ground forces would be apparent. 


“In sum, armies are an essential ele- 
ment in our ability to conduct global 
war successfully, regardless of whether 
or not atomic and hydrogen bombs are 
used. 


“The importance of the Army’s role in 
geographically limited wars is equally clear. 

“Localized aggression tends to occur in 
under-developed regions, and these are usual- 
ly characterized by mountain or jungle ter- 
rain. In such a war, our ability to make ef- 
fective use of many of our most modern 
weapons is severely limited. 

“In Korea, for example, the comparatively 
undeveloped organization of the country pro- 
duced relatively little return for the enor- 
mous effort we expended in our strategic at- 
,tacks on the enemy’s industry and lines of 
communication, both of which we literally 
demolished. 

“The more primitive a country, the more 
decentralized it is. Therefore, such a country 
is much less severely hurt by blows struck 
primarily at the installations and facilities, 
which in other countries would be its heart, 
brain, and nervous system. It does not depend 
on them for its life, as does a more highly 
organized and integrated enemy. 


“Conclusive military results against this 
type of enemy are achieved by destroy- 
ing or severely damaging the bulk of his 
fighting forces, and breaking the will to 
fight of his leadership. All the military 
Services, from the beginning to the end 
of hostilities, make essential contribu- 
tions to the achievement of that goal, but 
ultimately the burden must be shouldered 
largely by the Army. 

“So far I have been talking about the re- 
sponsibility of military forces to win victory 
in war. They have, however, a vitally im- 
portant mission in peace—and that is to pro- 
vide military capability of such a character 
that it deters aggressors from resorting to 
war. 

“This mission can bet be carried out by 
developing military strength which will give 
any prospective aggressor serious doubts 
concerning his chances for success. Because 
of their potential importance for achieving 
victory in war, ground forces are vitally im- 
portant as part of our military strength to 
deter others from starting war. 

“Since successful diplomacy depends large- 
ly on an ability to negotiate from a position 
of strength, our military capability is an es- 
sential element in the efforts of our states- 
men to achieve our foreign policy objectives 
by peaceful methods. 

“I do not mean to suggest that technology 
is not having a marked effect on the Army. 
New weapons and equipment are giving us 
vastly greater capabilities. Our present tac- 
tics and tactical organization are sure to be 
materially modified. 

“You are all aware of the tests and exer- 
cises which are being carried out to deter- 
mine the organizations and tactics which 
will enable us to realize our capabilities to 
the fullest extent. 





I think, be the increase in dispersion, 
both laterally and in depth. We must 
disperse in order to minimize the effec- 


tiveness of mass destruction weapons 
which may be used against us. At the 
same time, to exploit the effects of our 
own mass destruction weapons against the 
enemy, we must be able to concentrate 
rapidly, strike hard, and quickly disperse 
again.”’ 


“To do this, we are seeking to develop 
ever increased mobility and ever improved 
communications. Of these, much the most 


vital, is mental mobility throughout our en- 
tire chain of command, a freeing of our think- 
ing processes from the paralyzing effects of 
undue reliance upon past experiences. Some 
thing new has truly been added to warfare, 
and we must meet the challenge of the new 
with new ways of adapting new weapons and 
new capabilities to old and unchanging hu- 
man qualities and the basic principles of war. 

“These tactical developments will place 
greater responsibility than ever upon sub- 
ordinate commanders. Even junior leaders

in the 40 years he has served in the Con- 
gress. 

He told the House “We are trying to 
level off. We are trying to have an or- 
derly program.” He said all of the De- 
fense leaders testified that “the day of 
huge forces and the day of cutting down 
has passed away.” 

Chairman Vinson said he hopes “we 
have finally reached a point in our ma- 
turity as a nation where we all recognize 
the necessity for stability and perma- 
nence in the size of our Armed Forces. 
That stability must of necessity range 
in the neighborhood of 2,850,000 men for 
the indefinite future.” 

Representative Dewey Short (R-Mo), 
ranking Republican on the Armed Serv- 
ices Committee, said he was “glad that 
our distinguished and able chairman has 
gone along with the administration’s 
recommendations.” 

The manpower shift, Representative 
Short said, “is a matter of which par- 
ticular branch needs the most at any 
particular given place and moment.”

19,000 Promotions

of captain in fiscal 1956. The Marine 
Corps will promote six officers to two-star 
rank, and 11 to brigadier general. 

Navy flag promotions will include 28 
unrestricted line officers, three EDOs, two 
AEDOs, one SDO, two Medical Corps and 
two Supply Corps officers and one each 
in the Chaplain and Civil Engineer Corps. 

Promotions planned by the Navy to the 
grade of captain include 276 unrestricted 
line officers, 44 EDO, 17 AEDO, 30 SDO, 
58 MC, 44 DC, nine MSC, 40 SC, nine ChC 
and 55 CEC. 

Lieutenant commanders scheduled for 
promotion to commander include 984 un- 
restricted line officers, 60 EDO, 23 AEDO, 
36 SDO, 28 MC, 23 DC, 10 MSC, 12 NC, 
146 SC, 56 ChC and 42 CEC. 

Marine Corps plans envision the pro- 
motion of 4,095 unrestricted and LDO 
officers, including 17 to major general and 
brigadier general, 39 to Col, 78 to LCol, 
415 to Maj, 618 to Capt and 2928 to ist 
Lt. In the SDO ranks one officer is slated 
for promotion to Brig. Gen., three to Col, 
five to LCol, and five to Maj. Women 
Marines will garner 25 of the total pro- 
motions: six to Maj, seven to Capt, and 
12 to 1st Lt.

$227 Million; Contracts Cancelled | 


Approximately $227 million has been 
paid out by the Navy for aircraft which 
will never reach the fleet. 

Navy Secretary Charles S. Thomas told 
the House Armed Services Subcommit- 
tee for Investigations that the planes 
were ordered during the Korean war 
and would have cost “slightly over one 
pillion dollars” had they been completed. 

He said they were cancelled when it 
was found that they “could not perform 
to specifications and carry out their origi- 
nally intended mission.” 

At the outbreak of the Korean war, 
Mr. Thomas said, the Navy was operat- 
ing only 6,000 aircraft, few of which were 
modern and most of which were left over 
from WWII. In secret testimony, later 
released by the Subcommittee headed by 
Rep. F. Edward Hébert (D-La), the Sec- 
retary said “There was tremendous pres- 
sure to build up the strength of the op- 
erating forces with modern jet aircraft.” 

Orders were placed about three times 
as fast as they had been previously, and 
included “substantial orders” for aircraft 
in the design stage only. “These experi- 
mental planes were scheduled for produc- 
tion when the responsible aircraft com- 
panies stated that in their judgment the 
models were ready for production,” Sec- 
retary Thomas related. “It was consid- 
ered at that time that these production 
promises were acceptable as justifiable 
risks even though development was in- 
complete and full range and demonstra- 
tion tests had not been made.” 

The Navy Secretary said fleet squad- 
rons in Korea were “seriously short of 
attack type aircraft.” In some months of 
1952, he stated, losses “were greater than 
the new deliveries from the factories.” 





He said the Navy found it necessary to 
substitute obsolete WWII Corsairs. “Un- 
der such circumstances,” he told the Sub- 
committee, “aircraft were ordered into 
quantity production and in some cases 
all systems of the airplane had not been 
proven.” 


The designers, producers and the Navy 
all “were too optimistic,” he said, in esti- 
mating the time required to satisfactorily 
complete the development of engines, 
component equipments and airframes. 
Unsatisfactory performance and result- 
ing delays in delivery of new jet engines 
was “probably the most important single 
factor,” he said. 

“Approximately 1,000 aircraft which 
would have cost the Government slightly 
over one billion dollars, or one million 
dollars per aircraft, were terminated,” 
Mr. Thomas testified. “The Bureau of 
Aeronautics estimates these termination 
changes for work already done and mate- 
rials purchased will total approximately 
$227 million.” 

The investigation by the Hébert Sub- 
committee was launched following a re- 
mark by Secretary Thomas at an earlier 
hearing of the full Committee. He said 
he had been “unhappy” with the Navy 
aircraft procurement picture, and Chair- 
man Carl Vinson (D-Ga) recommended 
that the Subcommittee look into the Sec- 
retary’s uphappiness. 

Mr. Thomas’ remark was made as he 
disclosed a cut of more than one billion 
dollars in Naval aircraft procurement 
for the coming fiscal year. The Navy will 
spend only $750 million on new planes in 
fiscal ’56, compared with $1,900,000,000 
in the present budget. 





Army War College Told 
of Water-Based Planes

From 1951-53 he served on active duty 
as Army Liaison Officer between the 
Armed Forces Special Weapons Project 
and the Atomic Energy Commission at 
Sandia Base, New Mexico.

These are comments of officers and air- 
men at the Flying Training Air Force 
multi-engine basic school, Vance AFB, 
Okla., midpoint in the unprecedented 
one-year test to find out if K.P. can be 
eliminated here and at other Air Force 
bases in the ZI. 

At this juncture, prospects for further 
elimination of K.P. appear bright, though 
it will be up to USAF Headquarters to 
make final decisions atfer a more detailed 
evaluation of the project. 

Col. Chester P. Gilger, USAF, base 
commander, says the use of the Nation- 
Wide Food Service catering concern to 
man the mess halls is making for “hap- 
pier airmen.” The plan has helped mo- 
rale, he relates. 

Pointing up economies resulting from 
the food test, Col. R. A. Porter, USAF, 
3575th ABG commander, told reporters 
that prior to the start of the test last 
August, Vance was using about 90 air- 
men in food service activities on a perma- 
nent basis, with 44 men assigned to K.P. 
each day. 

For airmen in the lower three ranks, 
this came out to K.P. once every 18 days. 

Now, food which is supplied by the 
Air Force in accordance with Master 
Menu requirements is prepared and 
served by a civilian staff of 75 and 9 Air 
Force supervisory personnel. 

This means that about 125 airmen per 
day are being saved for other duties in 
line with their military training. 

Aside from the manpower and dollar 
savings, Colonel Porter says that food is 
served more appetizingly. He notes a 
large drop in left-overs, so much so that 
the contractor for refuse collection is 
complaining. 

Emphasizing the impact of the K.P.- 
free base on younger airmen, Colonel 
Porter explained that K.P. to most air- 
men “is degrading.” 

He conceded, however, that some old- 
timers are charging that “the Air Force 
is pampering the troops.” 

To this, Colonel Porter, speaking for 
the staff at Vance, commented: 

“They are usually the disciplinarians 
who used K.P. as a punishment. The Air 
| Force has many more effective correc- 

tive methods, and it is difficult to visual-

ize how a tour of K.P. hardens an air- 
man. 

“The primary reason for contract 
feeding,” he declared, “is not to pamper 
the troops, but to provide more effective 
and economical utilization of personnel.” 

Briefing newsmen on the project to 
date, Colonel Porter said that problems 
which must be considered by higher 
headquarters are the admitted reduction 
in the uniformed food service mobiliza- 
tion base, the possibility of a strike by 
civilian employees, the effect of a disaster 
on food service activities, and the pos- 
sibility of sabotage. 

On balance, however, the test at Vance 
has convinced the majority of officers and 
airmen who have watched it first-hand 
that the use of civilian caterers has 
merit. 

There seemed little doubt that future 
reports to Air Training Command and 
USAF Headquarters from Vance would 
indicate enthusiastic support for the 
elimination of K.P. and use of civilian 
food handlers in all base messes.

Hooks, Acting Chief of In- 
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Army Leaders Outline “Pressing 
For Increase In Military Pay Rates 


Army leaders gave firm backing to the 
proposed military pay boost in hearings 
before the Kilday House Armed Services 
Subcommittee this week. 

Assistant Army Secretary Hugh M. 
Milton told the House pay group “there 
is a pressing need for early enactment 
of pay legislation for the Army, and its 
sister services.” He said high rates of 
compensation in civilian pursuits are at- 
tracting too many men from the mili- 
tary service. 

“We want not only to hold these men,” 
Secretary Milton said, “but we need to re- 
solve the doubts of those who might 
otherwise choose their country’s service 
as a career.” The solution, he said, “lies 
in the degree to which the burden of 
raising and educating a soldier’s family 
and of providing for the needs of later 
years can be made to compare more 
favorably than at present with compar- 
able levels of civilian life.” 

General Charles L. Bolté, Vice Chief of 
Staff of the Army, also discussed this 
theme. He said “a decisive factor in any 
man’s choice of career must be the 
ability to provide reasonably well for his 
family.”

Pay Boss For Naval Service Is Urgently 


‘Needed, Top Officials Tell Kilday Group 


Top Navy spokesmen urged Congress 
this week to approve the proposed mili- 
tary pay raise now under study by the 
Kilday House Armed Services Subcom- 
mittee. 

Navy Secretary Charles S. Thomas said 
the “disparity” between Service pay and 
“comparable compensation in civil life is 
too wide.” The pay boost for military men 
and women, he said, will help to “nar- 
row” the gap. 

Admiral Robert B. Carney, Chief of Na- 
val Operations, told the Kilday group 
that “pay has now become the most im- 
portant single factor” in causing military 
personnel to lose their enthusiasm for a 
military career. 

The CNO said even among the senior 
officers “there is a growing dissatisfac- 


tion” and “a growing tendency to give in- 
creasingly greater consideration to the 
advantages of leaving the service.” 


Both officials said there is an urgent 
need for increased military pay. 

“More and more,” Admiral Carney told 
the Subcommittee, “the matter of ade- 
quate compensation is emerging as the 
principal reason why fine and devoted of- 
ficers and men feel that they owe it to 
themselves and to their families to go 
where their worth and their efforts are 
adequately compensated.” 

He said he is “genuinely concerned over 
the inescapable fact that separations and 
failures to reenlist are actually and seri- 
ously militating against the ability of our 
forces to maintain themselves in a proper 
state of operational and combat readi- 
ness.”’ 

This view was also expounded by Secre- 


tary Thomas. He said a pay raise and re- 
lated legislation is “urgently needed to 
help forestall the mass exodus from the 
Services of the vital nuclei of career per- 
sonnel who are the binding fiber of our 
defense establishment.” 

To illustrate the “gravity” of the situ- 
ation, Secretary Thomas pointed out that 
58 per cent of the men in the Navy today 
have enlistment contracts which expire in 
the next two years. “This means,” he 
said, “that the Navy will lose about 350,- 
000 men during the next two fiscal years.” 

Among the Navy’s non-career person- 
nel, Mr. Thomas stated, less than six per 
cent are signing up. The overall Navy re- 
enlistment rate has fallen from 24 per 
cent in fiscal 4, he said, to “only nine per 
cent in the first quarter of fiscal '55.” He 
added that preliminary estimates indicate 
the rate for the second quarter will drop 
even lower. 

Many of the losses, Secretary Thomas 
declared, “are our key people—our super- 
visors, our petty officers. These are the 
types that industry attracts in particu- 
lar.” 

He said unless the trend can be reversed 
“the Navy will inevitably become a sec- 
ond rate organization.” 

Admiral Carney said the pay boost plan 
“offers the greatest possibility for im- 
proving what today is a profoundly seri- 
ous military situation and a serious im- 
pediment to the achievement of our na- 
tional defense aims.”

Military pay has not kept pace with 
the times, according to General Lemuel 
C. Shepherd, jr., Commandant of the Ma- 
rine Corps. 

“In the past, peacetime military re- 
quirements were so modest that it was 
possible to fill our ranks with men whose 
motivation made them willing to accept 
the sacrifices of service life,” General 
Shepherd told the Kilday Subcommittee 
this week. 

Today, with larger peacetime forces 
than ever before in our history, “it is 
most difficult to fill our ranks with per- 
sonnel willing to accept the rigors and 
hardships of a military career—solely 
for the satisfaction of service,” he said. 

The Marine Commandant added that 
“fewer men are willing to subject their 
families to the privations and discom- 
forts that are a part of military life.” He 
said “increased inducements” are needed, 
and “Of all tangible inducements, pay is 
the most important.” 

Certain incentives that were once pe- 
culiar to a military career—such as re- 
tirement income and medical care—have 
now become generally accepted as part 
of civilian pay, General Shepherd said.

CMC Fixes Retention 
Rules For Reserves 

Special consideration will be given to 
Reserve officers who are within two years 
of minimum retirement requirements if 
a release of all Reserve officers to inac- 
tive duty should become necessary at a 
future date, General Lemuel C. Shep- 
herd, jr., Marine Commandant states. 

The General said that the provisions 
of law which safeguard the earned re- 
tirement equity of Regular officers will 
be applied, wherever possible, to Reserve 
officers on active duty who have more 
than 18 years of satisfactory service. 

Officers covered by the Commandant’s 
policy may request appropriate reten- 
tion on active duty when their current 
tours expire, Headquarters says. They 
may not be retained on active duty. 

The only exception to the retention 
policy, according to Headquarters, will 
be made in cases involving questionable 
deportment. These cases will be decided 
on their individual merit.

In addition, the Instruction contains 
rules governing the early release of Re- 
serve Medical and Dental officers.

Air Force Officials Believe Military Pay 


Boost Is Essential 


A pay increase for Air Force personnel 
is essential if U.S. airmight is to continue 
“ready and effective,” top USAF officials 
told Congress this week. 

Air Force Secretary Harold E. Talbott 


of Staff, appeared before the Kilday 
House Armed Services Subcommittee to 
urge enactment of the proposed pay 
raise. 

Secretary Talbott said he would like to 
have seen an even bigger increase in mil- 
itary pay than that provided by the new 
proposal. “If I had had the responsibility 
alone,” he said, “I would have made the 
rates higher.” 

The Air Force Secretary told the House 
group that thousands of airmen had been 
questioned in an attempt to determine 
why reenlistments are dragging in the 
Air Force. “Pay,” he said, was the num- 
ber one problem on the list “of practically 
every man questioned.” 

General White said the pay boost “is

of great importance to our national se- 
curity.” He presented a statement for Air 
Force Chief of Staff, General Nathan F. 
Twining. 

The most serious problem in the Air 
Force, General White said, “is how to re- 
tain high quality men.” He said, “In man- 
power, quantity alone is not sufficient. 
Without trained and experienced person- 
nel, all expenditures of effort and money 
on the other elements of air power lose 
their significance. The finest fighting air- 
plane, armed with the most powerful 
weapons, loses much of its effectiveness 
if manned by a mediocre crew and main- 
tained by semi-skilled ground personnel.” 

He noted that “the airman’s enlistment 
is nearly finished just when he has be- 
come fully qualified to do his job. How- |

ever, not until he re-enlists does the tech- 
nically trained airman begin to pay real 
dividends to the Air Force and our na- 
tional security.” 

Thus, he said, the biggest problem de- 
velops, because the Air Force’s “most 
thoroughly trained and highly skilled air- 
men have the lowest re-enlistment rate of 
all.” He said private industry bids con- 
stantly for their services and too often 
the airmen accept because their pay in 
the Air Force “is inadequate.” 

Secretary Talbott told the Subcommit- 
tee that he believes the cost of the mili- 
tary pay increase “will be offset in part 
or possibly in its entirety by an increase 
in the reenlistment rate which will make 
a proportionate saving in our training ex- 
pense.” 

As things now stand, he said, the Air 
Force has more than 700,000 men whose 
enlistments expire before 30 June 1957, 
and “the present reenlistment rate is less 
than 25 per cent of those now eligible to 
reenlist.”

Hill AFB to be Used to Survey Effects 
of Jet Noise on Airmen and Neighbors 


The Air Force’s first study of the ef- 
fects of jet engine noise on Air Force 
base personnel and the residents of near- 
by communities, will be conducted at 
Hill AFB early this year, according to 
Brig. Gen. M. E. Tillery, Commander of 
the Ogden Air Materiel Area. 

“We are rapidly approaching,” said 
General Tillery, “Our goal of an all-jet 
Air Force. In fact, the last propeller 
driven combat plane has already been 
delivered into Air Force hands. All fu- 
ture combat planes contracted for will 
use jet power plants. As these planes be- 
come more widely used, the jet engine 
noise problem becomes more acute.” 

General Tillery pointed out that while 
there are certain engineering problems 
to be solved in the control of jet engine 
noise, public understanding of the prob- 
lems involved is most important. 

The study will be made to (1) provide 
information on the characteristics of jet 
engine noise generated by Hill AFB 
ground and flight operations, (2) form a 
basis for specific noise control measures 
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that should be instituted by the base to 
solve immediate noise problems and in- 
sure that long-range plamning will pro- 
vide for effective noise control in future 
operations, and (3) provide a pool of in- 
formation for use of Air Force officials in 
Washington in studying the control of 
jet noise and vibrations. 

A joint project of the Directorate of 
Maintenance Engineering at Hill AFB 
and the Wright Air Development Center 
in Dayton, Ohio, the actual survey of 
the noise hazard will be made by the 
firm of Bolt, Beranek and Newman, Inc., 
of Cambridge, Mass. The survey team 
captain, Mr. Adone C. Pietrasanta, will 
arrive soon, along with Dr. William J. 
Galloway. 

Col. Michael J. Coffield, Hill AFB Di- 
rector of Maintenance Engineering, said 
the actual survey will begin during the 
latter part of March or first of April and 
should take approximately four weeks to 
collect all necessary information.

Progressive changes in types of aircraft 
used for primary flight training in the Air 
Force are leading to a corresponding in- 
crease in the percentage of primary and 
basic flight time devoted to jet aircraft. 

Eventually 
these changes 
will mean that 
many Air Force 
pilots of the fu- 
ture will fly noth- 
ing but jets dur- 
ing their active 
military service, 
although piston- 
type aircraft 
probably would 
be used for pro- 
posed ROTC fily- 
ing training. 

A feature of 
the shifting 
trends in flying Lt. 
training is the 
likely farewell—probably within a year— 
of the celebrated Piper Cub (PA-18) for 
ATC use. It is being replaced by the T-34, 
a military version of the Beech Bonanza. 
The famed B-25 is going, too. 

Though it may be some years before 
ATC is able to achieve its objective of all- 
jet training, numerous changes already 
are underway in its flying training course 
under the constant pressure of its com- 
mander, Lt. Gen. Charles T. Meyers, 
USAF. 

Some of these were outlined to news- 
men this week by Col. Noel T. Cumbaa, 
USAF, ATC Director of Flying Training. 

He said the T-34 has replaced the PA- 
18 at Marana AB, Ariz., and is being 
phased into Spence AB, Ga., two of the 9 
primary contract schools operated by ci- 
vilian instuctors for the Air Force. The 
other seven will have the T-34 within a 
year. 

Colonel Cumbaa said ATC plans call 
for replacing the North American T-6 
with the North American T-28 in the pri- 
mary phase of pilot training. The T-28 is 
now used in the basic phase, with the sin- 
gle engine jet trainees receiving 40 hours 
in the T-28 before going on to 80 hours 
of T-33 flying. 

The Air Force is hopeful that the new 
Cessna T-37 jet, depending on flight eval- 
uation, production, etc., may be used 
eventually as a replacement for the T-28. 

At that time, the only flying a trainee 
would do in a non-jet aircraft would be

restricted to about 50 hours of “familiari- | 


zation” flights in a T-34 type. 

Colonel Cumbaa put it this way: 

“General Meyers wants an all-jet course 
as soon as possible. That’s what we are 
working to accomplish.” 

A major advance in this direction will 
be the elimination of the B-25 from basic 
training. At the present time, some fliers 
in basic training receive instruction in 
the T-28 and T-33; others receive 110 
hours in the B-25. 

The new pian is to eliminate the B-25 
and give all basic trainees instruction in 
the T-33. This will take about a year to 
complete, with Vance AFB, Okla., slated 
to be the first base to be converted from 
B-25 to jet training. 

The colonel told of these other changes 
in the ATC flying training program: 

F-100—Training will begin soon at Nel- 
lis AFB, Nev. 

B-57—A course has been inaugurated at 
Randolph AFB, Tex. 

C-54—ATC plans call for early start of 
a course at Randolph. 

He said that in the advanced flying 
training, plans call for about a 20 per cent 
increase in flying hours for the North 
American F-86 and the Republic F-84 
from the present 80 hours.

The new command, under the experienced 
direction of General John E. Dahlquist, USA, 
takes over the functions of the Office, Chief of 
Army Field Forces, but its most important new 
duty is to direct and control for the Chief of 
Staff the six Continental Armies and the Military 
District of Washington. 

Prior to the establishment of CONARC these 
field Armies reported to the Chief of Staff of the 
Army. Yet the latter did not have a mechanism 
to give him such coordinated control. Now the 
authority and responsibility for this important 
function is concentrated in the new CONARC, who 
is in turn responsible to the Chief of Staff. Thus, 
clear-cut lines of accountability are established 
and performance can be evaluated on a coordi- 
nated mission basis. 

The transition to the new set-up is an easy one. 
It has been known for a long time that the step 
would be taken. In fact, the Secretary of the 
Army's Reorganization Committee recommended 
it more than a year ago. At the Secretaries Con- 
ference at Quantico, Va., last June, it was an- 
nounced that it had been approved and would 
be established. Thus during the long period while 
issuance of the official order was being awaited, 
General Dahlquist’s organization was preparing 
for the change. 

A recent step which will play an important 
part in the new establishment was General Dahl- 
quist’s reorganization establishing special Staff 
Sections of Infantry, Artillery, and Armor. This 
was done last month under the OAFF, but it now 
has been carried over into the new CONARC. 
These new sections are designed “to produce the 
best trained and best equipped combat soldiers 
within each arm and thereby enhance the prestige 
of the fighting man.” These sections constitute, 
in a way, modernized concepts of the old offices 
of the Chiefs of Infantry, Artillery, etc. 

The Army will watch with keen interest the 
functioning of this new Continental Army Com- 
mand. It will have a difficult task in endeavoring 
to get the best possible combat readiness from an 
Army being progressively reduced in strength. 


Flying Safety. It would be most helpful to the 
Services if nation-wide publicity were given to 
the steadily increasing safety record being com- 
piled by the Air Force’s Air Training Command. 

There is a strong belief in many quarters that 
the advent of jet aircraft into the fighting forces 
has been a strong factor behind the difficulty in 
securing sufficient applicants for flight training. 
The spectacularity of jets roaring through the 
skies faster than sound and the sensational pub- 
licity given crashes of jet aircraft have served, 
many say, to deter youths from entering train- 
ing. This may well be true, though there are doubt- 
lessly many other factors entering into the prob- 
lem. 

But the fact is that jets are not the dangerous 
craft they are pictured to be—their accident rate 
has declined every year since they entered the 
picture and, under like circumstances, compares 
favorably with the older piston engine type. 

The record of the Air Training Command is 
truly remarkable. Over recent years during which 
the percentage of hours devoted to training in 
jet aircraft has steadily increased the accident 
rate has continued to decline. As the article on 
page 689 of this issue reports, the rate for 1954 
will be less than 17 accidents for each 100,000 
hours of flying—a truly remarkable tribute both 
to the performance of the aircraft and to the 
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skill of the safety officers and instructors of the 
command. This record has been attained despite 
the readily recognizable hazards involved in in- 
structing the uninitiated. 

If these facts were more widely known there 
would be more youths applying for flight training. 


Under Way With Pay. The impressiveness 
with which all the representatives of the Depart- 
ment of Defense and the military services told 
the story of the need for a revision of the military 
pay scales and the attentiveness with which their 
testimony was received by Representative Paul 
Kilday and the members of the subcommittee 
cannot help but spark a general feeling of 
optimism. 

This optimism, however, must be tempered by

the recollection that this subcommittee is a partic- 
ularly well informed one and that the question 
of service pay will have rougher sledding before 
the full membership of the House and Senate. 
Past experience has shown that there are always 
some members who see political advantage in 
attacking the Armed Services or who feel they 
can gain more by crying for economy than they 
can through supporting National Defense. This 
was shown forcefully in the 1952 pay act when 
the Senate made shambles of the House’s 10 per 
cent pay increase and forced a watered-down 
compromise. 

Yet the outlook at this time is better than in 
many years. Service leaders have shown with 
figures that a pay increase will save money by 
reducing the present costly turn-over in personnel. 
The truth of this argument together with the 
support of the Administration and informed 
members of Congress will bring results.

Career Attractiveness 
Editor, THs JOURNAL: 


It seems to me that one of the 
major reasons for the decline of Ca- 
reer Attractiveness is the loss of se- 
curity since the Career Compensa- 
tion Act of 1949. I refer to Retire- 
ment for Physical Disability; the per- 
son with 20 to 30 years service was 
greatly penalized by that law; the 
persons with lesser service are fairly 
well protected, because the minimum 
pay for Physicai Disability Retired 
is 50% of base pay. 

Examples: 1. If a person with 8 
years service and 30% disability re- 
ceives 50% and a person with 20 years 
service and 50% disability also re- 
ceives 50% of base pay. 

2. A person with 20 years service 
who voluntarily retires, and is per- 
fectly well and able to go into civilian 
employment, is entitled to exactly the 
same pay as a person who is FORCED 
OUT with 50% disability (probably 
unable to work). 

In my opinion Disability Retire- 
ment Pay should be computed on the 
basis of length of service and per- 
centage of disability, instead oflength 
of service or percentage of disabil- 
ity, as at present. 

If a young man starts a career in 
the Armed Services, he knows that 
he has good chance of being forced 
out for physical reasons, before he 
attains 30 years of service, and the 
outlook of serving 20 or 25 years and 


being forced out at greatly reduced 
retirement pay isn’t very pleasant.

The New Pay Bill

tive Act of 1955.”

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THE MILITARY PAY RAISE BILL got 
off to a good start this week before the 
Kilday Subcommittee in the House. Al- 
though practically every member of the 
13-man subcommittee had questions about 
various aspects of the bill, not a single 
objection was raised as Defense Depart- 
ment spokesmen fired their opening guns. 
There appeared to be general agreement 
on the need for increased Service pay. 


A REMARK ATTRIBUTED to Chair- 
man Kilday by one of his colleagues may 
be significant in the attitude of the 84th 
Congress to a military pay boost. Rep- 
resentative L. Mendel Rivers (D-SC) 
quoted the pay Chairman as saying that 
those members of Congress who “axed” 
the last military pay raise legislation 
“are not here now.” 


LAGGING REENLISTMENTS were 
cited by Defense witnesses as one of the 
primary reasons a pay boost is needed. 
They were questioned closely about the 
effect of the increased re-up bonus voted 
by the Congress last year. Both the Army 
and Marine Corps reported an up-trend, 
but the Army said it would like to see 
the rate go higher. The Air Force said 
its rate is up, but only so-so. Sailor re- 
enlistments are way down, however. Navy 
Secretary Thomas said they have dropped 
to nine per cent and are expected to go 
“even lower” shortly. 


SUPPORT FOR FLAG & GENERAL 
OFFICER pay boosts came from all of 
the civilian Defense chiefs, When mili- 
tary pay was last raised, the top officers 
didn’t fare as well as had been antici- 
pated. This time, Pentagon spokesmen 
are making a stronger case. 


SECRETARY WILSON told the Sub- 
committee on pay that “the disparity 
between salaries available to men with 
top responsibilities in industry and those 
in the top leadership of our military 
forces is too great.” Besides, he said, 
junior officers have to be able to look 
ahead and see a goal to which they can 
aspire. “If the peak of the career is 
not attractive,” the Defense Secretary 
stated, the type of young men we need 
for future leaders in this multi-billion 
dollar defense business “will not seek a 
military career.” 


AN AIR FORCE COMMANDER was 
cited by Secretary Talbott as a good 
example of the present pay philosophy. 
The colonel who commands the Govern- 
ment’s $250 million investment at Lime- 
stone AFB draws a salary of about $10,- 
000, Mr. Talbott said. In civilian life, an 
executive of a corporation with such a 
large investment would be paid at least 
350,000. 


CHARLES HOOK, former head of the 
Hook Committee which launched the 
first extensive Service pay studies, told 
the Kilday group that compared with 
civilian compensation, the proposed mili- 
tary pay raise shows “the greatest dis- 
parity at the top officer ranks from colo- 
nel up.” He said this disparity “cannot 
be permitted to grow too great without 
damage to morale and the loss of desir- 
able leaders.” 


SERVICE WIVES also came in for 
some attention during the pay hearings. 
Both Navy Secretary Thomas and Air 
Force Secretary Talbott stressed the fact 
that the military wife has a great deal 
to do with her husband’s decision to 
re-enlist or continue his service career 
as an officer. It follows naturally, they 
Said, that the Service wife would take 
a Close look at the pay her husband earns 
in uniform and the amount he could earn 
in civilian Hfe. Secretary Talbott said 
the Air Foree now has a direct line to 
the Air Force Wives’ groups “so they 
can tell us about their problems.” 


PLANNED ASSIGNMENT OF REGU- 
LAR OFFICERS to the Reserve training 
program was outlined this week by De- 
fense Secretary Wilson in hearings be- 
fore the Brooks House Armed Services 
Subcommittee which is studying the plan 
to strengthen the Reserve forces. The 
Defense Secretary said it has not yet 
been decided whether officers so assigned 
would come out of the overall strength 
of the departments or whether they 
would be additional numbers. 


REPRESENTATIVE DEVEREUX (R- 
Md), a retired Marine Corps general offi- 
cer, opposed the plan. He said there are 
plenty of experienced Reserve officers 
who will be going to inactive duty as 
a result of the Defense cutback, and 
asked if it wasn’t feasible to use them 
in the training program. Secretary Wil- 
son said the Pentagon would have to 
have some time to work out the details, 
but added that Reservists will be given 
consideration. 


ENTHUSIASM for the new Reserve 
plan is not uniform. Asked by Chairman 
Brooks if the Services endorse the Re- 
serve bill, Secretary Wilson replied that 
it hasn’t been an easy job to draft the 
plan and that the Services “have vary- 
ing degrees of enthusiasm for it.” He 
did not elaborate, but it has been re- 
ported that the Navy plans to sidestep 
the overall plan in favor of one of its 
own. 


SEVEN SUBCOMMITTEES have been 
appointed by Chairman Richard B. Rus- 
sell (D-Ga) of the Senate Armed Serv- 
ices Committee. They are: Real Estate 
and Military Construction, headed by 
Senator John C. Stennis (D-Miss); Na- 
tional Stockpile and Naval Petroleum 
Reserves, headed by Senator Stuart 
Symington (D-Mo); Central Intelligence 
Agency, headed by Senator Russell; Civil 
Defense, headed by Senator Estes Ke- 
fauver (D-Tenn); Officer Grade Limita- 
tions, headed by Senator Stennis; Re- 
view Operation of Article VII of the 
Status of Forces Treaty, headed by Sena- 
tor Sam J. Ervin, jr. (D-NC), and a sub- 
committee headed by Senator Syming- 
ton to study a relief bill introduced by 
Senator Leverett Saltonstall (R-Mass) 
for Commanders Edward K. Shanahan 
and Edward White Rawlins, USN-Ret. 


PROMOTIONS FOR COMMANDERS 
Shanahan and Rawlins may win approval 
during the present session of Congress. 
Although relief bills for the two officers 
have been before the past several Con- 
gresses, it was not until the closing days 
of the 83d that a strong drive was opened 
in the Senate to give them new rank. 
An attempt was made to tie their pro- 
motions to “must” legislation. Senator 
Saltonstall, former Chairman of the 
Armed Services Committee, promised, if 
the move was dropped, he would appoint 
a special committee to look into the situ- 
ation during the 84th Congress. Senator 
Russell said this week he is “making 
good” on the former chairman’s promise. 
Support for the two officers was intensi- 
fied when Admiral Robert B. Carney, 
Chief of Naval Operations, made it known 
that he thinks Commander Rawlins 
should have been given four-stripe rank. 


BACKING FOR THE MILITARY 
MANPOWER CUTBACK was voiced by 
Senator Saltonstall (R-Mass) in a Lin- 
coln Day address at Oakland, Calif. The 
ranking Republican on the Senate Armed 
Services Committee said the President 
was wise in his decision to build up a 
trained reserve “with a smaller regular 
army.” The only alternative, Senator 
Saltonstall said, would be to maintain 
“so large a professional army” that the 
U. S. economy would be “heavily 
strained.” 
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COMMENT ON FOREIGN AFFAIRS 
The Seventh Fket Performs Its Mission 


HE calm assurance from the Navy 

that the evacuation of Chinese per- 
sonnel and equipment in the Tachen 
Islands would be carried out in orderly 
fashion and without serious interfer- 
ence by the Reds, despite their noisy 
threats, was put to the test this week. 
At the moment of writing the evacua- 
tion, initiated Tuesday morning, is pro- 
ceeding with the promised efficiency 
and safety. By the time this copy of 
THR JOURNAL is being read, it seems 
probable the bulk of the transfer from 
the Tachens to Formosa will be com- 


plete. 

An evacuation of this magnitude, sug- 
gestive of an amphibious attack in re- 
verse, even though the enemy’s activi- 
ties are confined to threats, calls for 
so much methodical preparation as to 
justify a brief discussion of the forces 
deployed and the basic plan of their 
functioning, under the capable direction 
of Vice Admiral Alfred M. Pride. Be- 
sides his inclusive Seventh Fleet com- 
mand, Admiral Pride took command of 
Task Force 70, with its several task- 
group components (Hunter-Killer group 
with Rear Admiral W. F. Rodee com- 
manding, Mine Group, Destroyer Flo- 
tilla, and Submarines). The other task- 
forces were: 

Formosa Patrol Force, Rear Admiral 
F. N. Kivette. 

Mobile Logistic Support Force, Rear 
Admiral C. C. Smith. 

Surface Striking Force, Rear Admiral 
R. E. Wilson. 

Carrier Task Force, Rear Admiral 
Stanhope C. Ring. 

Amphibious Group, Rear Admiral 
L. S. Sabin. 


THE ENTIRE FORCE, of 130 ships 
and some 45,000 officers and men, in- 
cluded six carriers, three cruisers, 36 
destroyer-types, 5 submarines, 15 mine- 
sweepers, 5 transports, and such other 
LST’s, tenders, refrigerator and cargo 
vessels as to make up the 130 total. In 
addition, three cruisers and eight de- 
stroyers put out from the West Coast 
at midweek, supposedly under rotation 
routine, but promising further aid 
around the Tachens if need be. Beyond 
the air might of the carriers and two 
naval seaplane squadrons, the U. S. 
Air Force, retaining its normal Far East 
responsibilities, was assigned specifi- 
cally the patrol duties south of the 27th 
parallel. 

Certain elements moved into the 
Tachen area in advance of the main 
fleet—notably the minesweepers which 
with frogmen’s assistance promptly en- 
gaged in sweeping the needed channels 
and their approaches, the destroyers 
which took up an intensive surface 
patrol of the designed perimeter, car- 
rier planes sufficient to maintain a more 
extended aerial patrol, and the beach 
parties. 

As a result, when the amphibious 
group arrived at dawn on Tuesday the 
work could and did begin without de- 
lay. First estimate was that about a 
week would be needed. There is an 18- 
foot tide, and there are no satisfactory 
harbors, and weather uncertain. Also, 
while the embarking of 10,000 Chinese 
regulars and 4,000 guerrillas should be 
simple enough, there is present uncer- 
tainty over how many of the 18,000 
civilians will wish to leave, and how 
quickly the heavy military equipment 
which is to be transported to Formosa 
can be taken aboard. 


FIRM COMBAT ORDERS—more sat- 
isfying in some respects than those un- 
der which the armed services had to 
work in Korea—were given at the out- 
set. Enemy fire would be returned 
swiftly and in volume, of course, but 
our personnel were further instructed 
not to get caught at a tactical disad- 
vantage—that is, if an enemy plane was 
clearly getting into position for a pass, 
our forces would fire without waiting 
for the pass to materialize. 

And notably, in the event of a fight, 
our pursuit of a fleeing enemy would 
not be halted at the 3-mile limit or any- 





where else while the hot-pursuit was 
on; if pursuit seemed profitable it would 
be continued until the enemy was shot 
down. This is gratifying, but there must 
be no misunderstanding about its lim- 
ited application; it applies only to an 
actual hot pursuit, and has nothing to 
do with heavy bombing of an enemy 
base, which would call for a change of 
basic poliey and specific authorization 
by the White House. 

There was no concealment of these 
orders. Indeed they were freely an- 
nounced so that the Chinese Reds would 
know in advance that the evacuation 
was not to be interfered with. 


THE FUTURE in Formosa straits is 
not so clear. The President’s statement 
of a strong policy avoided specifying 
what areas, other than Formosa and 
the Pescadores, are to be safeguarded 
by us. But it is clear to most observers 
that in the course of time there must 
be a decision on how a cease-fire (in 
lack of a much less predictable peace 
between Taipeh and Peking) is to be ar- 
ranged. For the present, presumably, 
Chiang Kai-shek will be encouraged to 
improve the defenses of Nanchi-shan (a 
small rocky island 70 miles nearer For- 
mosa, without airfield possibilities but 
of patent outpost usefulness) and to 
continue developing Quemoy and Mat- 
su. He most decidedly will not be en- 
couraged to continue his threats to in- 
vade the mainland; they are not likely 
to frighten anyone save his allies, and 
they do not provide help for any of 
the cease-fire negotiations. 


SOBER THOUGHT must be given to 
the rational possibilities of the future 
and to a reconciling of wide differences 
in American thinking. The unconcealed 
belief of many is that the coastal islands 
held by Chiang can be held for a long 
time, despite their proximity to the Red 
mainland, and should be held rather 
than surrender any more soil to the 
Reds. Some day the Reds will have more 
military strength on their coast, but 
the absence of any important rail con- 
nection for Amoy or Fuchow or Wen- 
chow (the important ports between 
Hongkong and Shanghai) makes it ap- 
parent that any Red assault on the 
Nationalist-held islands blocking those 
ports will get poor resupply. 

On the other hand, it is essential that 
American thinking include a realization 
that a purely unilateral policy on our 
part, however sound as a one-shot mili- 
tary enterprise, has grave political dis- 
advantages. Up to now the United States 
has had in the Far East all-important 
moral support from the United Nations, 
plus that of the Manila Pact group. 
The Communist world is distinctly iso- 
lated. But it is manifest that certain 
of our most reliable allies do not regard 
the coastal islands as legitimately Na- 
tionalist, and there is anxiety in Ameri- 
can quarters over the difficulty of argu- 
ing that on a geographic basis Quemoy, 
Matsu and the other coastal groups can 
for all time be denied to the power 
which controls the nearby mainland. 
We will be hearing much more of this 
discord in days to come. 


FRANCE’S PARLIAMENT took the 
predicted leap and abandoned Mendés- 
France, to the unconcealed concern of 
a great many outside observers. Of very 
great concern is the question of the 
effect on West Germany, which Chan- 
cellor Adenauer’s remarkable leader- 
ship had led close to ratification of the 
Western European Union project. Now 
that Mendés-France has lost out in his 
own country (although not on that is- 
sue) it is less certain that France itself 
will support the ratification, and hence 
that West Germany will carry out its 
partial commitment. This affects us all, 
and gravely. 

The Tunisian pacification, skillfully 
engineered by the late premier when 
his predecessors had failed miserably, 
is also endangered, and the effect of 
this ominous uncertainty can be equally 
serious, Mendés-France’s defeat was

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SUPPORTING BOOSTS in hazardous duty pay, Defense 
officials may make known to Congress the increased 
dangers to many in Service as a result of around- 
the-clock air defense activities. There has been 
little said about it, but a number of Air Force 
personnel have met death and injury during “scram- 
bles” to check on unidentified aircraft. In highly 
sensitive areas, such as Alaska, pilots at times 
have been forced to abandon routine safety pre- 
cautions in pursuing aircraft. 





CONGRESS MAY BALK if the Defense Dept., probably 
with Hoover Commission prodding, attempts a major 
expansion of the Industrial Fund concept in the 
Armed Forces, such as is now in effect for the 

MSTS. Setting up these activities like a strictly 
business operation results in significant economies, 
its advocates declare. This has impressed legila- 
tors in the past. 





BUT THERE'S A GROWING AWARENESS on the Hill that 
use of Industrial Funds tends to reduce tight 
legislative control on a year-to-year basis over 
major activities. This control, of course, is main- 
tained primarily in tough Appropriations Committee 
review of plans and programs. That type of probing 
diminishes when the Industrial Fund is in effect. 








IT CAN BE EXPECTED the Hoover Commission, with heavy 
representation from industry on key task force 
units, will urge widened use of the Industrial Fund 
approach. The Services are not enthusiastic over 
this project, their position being that activities 
should be analyzed essentially in terms of military 
requirement and mission, rather than in terms of 
fancy cost accounting. 


CONGRESS HASN'T BEEN TOLD, however, how many Na- 
tional Guard and Reserve divisions at what state 
of readiness the Army requires, nor has there been 
similar stress on units in the Air Force, Navy and 
Marine Corps Reserve. The Pentagon seemingly would 
be well advised to place before the Armed Services 
Committees explicit needs for specified Reserve 
units, as declared essential by the Joint Chiefs 
of Staff and documented by their expert testimony. 





THAT WOULD HELP UNDERPLAY the political ramifica- 
tions of the hyper-sensitive Reserve Forces legis- 
lation. Senators and Representatives then could go 
before their chary constituents and explain the 
need for extended Reserve participation, supported 
by compulsion, on the ground that this is an urgent 
requirement of national defense, in terms of spe- 
cific units, as asserted by the nation's highest 
professional military advisers. 





SUCH AN APPROACH in the end, certainly would be more 
influential at the Capitol than any high-pressure 
publicity campaign. 





ARMY'S INTEREST in long-range air transports is 
evidenced by the Army War College's invitation to 
the Glenn L. Martin Co. to have their project engi- 
neer on jet-powered water-based transport aircraft 
tell them of his studies on moving complete fighting 
units by such means. Martin is developer of the 
XP6M-1 Seamaster powered by four Allison jet 
engines. It's a Navy project but all Services are 
showing interest. 











THE ARMY INTENDS to employ whatever compulsory 
legislation Congress may vote in the pending 
Reserve bill. There is currently an increasing 
belief that the legislators will be extremely chary 
about authorizing tough penalties for non-partici- 
pation. The Administration also appears to be 
“backing off" in this area. 





IN THE AIR FORCE present thinking is to avoid com- 
pulsion, but to give specific Reserve unit assign- 
ments to many airmen leaving active service after 

4 years duty. They will be “encouraged” to partici- 
pate, but not forced to do so. 





THE NAVY PROGRAM, according to Asst. Sec’y. Albert 
Pratt, does not call (1) for compulsory participa- 
tion or (2) for assignment of men to units involun- 
tarily. The Navy is banking on a strictly voluntary 
Reserve, though he concedes that at the present 
time the participation is not at a desired level. 





MEMBERS OF CONGRESS, anxious to avoid voting pen- 
alties for non-participation, are certain to wonder 
aloud at the foregoing differences in the Services. 
Questions will be asked as to why the Air Force, 
which says Reserve units must be ready to go into 
action at a moment's notice against threat of atomic 
attack, does not contemplate compulsory Reserve 
service, while the Army, with a likely longer 
lead-time, needs penalties. 





IN THE PUBLICITY given to date on the National 
Reserve Plan, at all levels of Government, there 

has been a striking absence of emphasis on strictly 
military requirements of the Reserve, in terms of 
units. There's been much talk about total numbers 
for the Ready (Service Callable) and Standby (Selec- 
tive Callable) Reserve. 











CHAIRMAN VINSON of the House Armed Services Com- 
mittee, apparently concerned that the proposed fifth 
Forrestal carrier may be scuttled in the Appropria- 
tions Committee, has taken a counter-measure. At 

the last moment, he included in the new Navy ship 
authorization bill—otherwise strictly a total ton- 
nage measure—specific mention of the fifth carrier. 





THUS IF CONGRESS votes Mr. Vinson's authorization 
bill with the carrier in it, opponents of the For- 
restal-type ships would encounter a more difficult 
time knocking it out of the '56 budget. Nonetheless, 
Chairman Cannon of the Appropriations Committee 
still has a potent influence on the purse strings, 
and he is on record as opposing more large carriers. 





CAPITOL GALLERIES will be in for super-charged 
debate should the two powerful chairmen employ their 
oratorical guns for and against the fifth carrier. 
One of the authorized Forrestal-class carriers cost 
the Navy 8 other ships because of opposition in the 
House; there could be a repetition of this situation 
in the 84th Congress. 





LAS VEGAS GAMBLING PATRONS soon may be hearing more 
than bouncing dice coming out of the air. The Air 
Force is getting set to start F-100 training at 
nearby Nellis AFB, Nev. Though every precaution 
possible will be taken, it's not unlikely that a 
croupier's call someday will be punctuated by 
"sonic booming” of a Super Sabre, reverberating 


through the casinos.

Boggs (D-La), lowers age requirements for 
optional retirement from Coast Guard for 
former members of the Lighthouse Service. 

VOTING—HR 3406, Rep. Burleson (D-Tex), 
permits and assists the Armed Forces and 
their families to exercise their voting fran- 


se. 

ACCOUNT SETTLEMENT—HR 3442, Rep. 
Kilday (D-Tex), facilitates settlement of ac- 
counts of deceased members of the uniformed 
services. 

RELIGION — HR 3449, Rep. Merrow (R- 
NH), allows certain Armed Forces personnel 
to designate the Eastern Orthodox faith on 
their dogtags. 

ALASKAN ALLOWANCES—HR 3560, Rep. 
Ceiler (D-NY), validates station per diem al- 
lowances for certain officers at Elmendorf 
AFB and Ft. Richardson, Alaska. 

CHILDREN’S PROGRAM—HR 3589, Rep. 
Flood (D-Pa), establishes educational assist- 
ance program: for children of servicemen who 
died as a result of a disability incurred in 
line of duty during WWII or Korean com-< 
bat service, 

TRAINING CREDIT—HR 3665, Rep. Fraz- 
ier (D-Tenn), grants certain credit for mili- 
tary training furnished subsequent to 8 Aug. 
’S3 by certain retired or Reserve officers.

will often have to operate independently and 
semi-independently. On their initiative and 
their judgment, no less than on their tech- 
nical skill in the operation of their equip- 
ment, will rest a large part of our hope for 
victory. 


PRIVILEGE OF SERVICE 


“This now brings me to my next major 
point, which is that as officers of the Army 
you are being given as great an opportunity 
as any to which anyone can aspire—the op- 
portunity for useful service. 

“Our Nation, with all it stands for, lives 
under a continuing threat of attack by God- 
less communism. To the Army, and especially 
to us as leaders of the Army, falls a vitally 
important share of the responsibility for 
maintaining the strength which will prevent 
the outbreak of war—or, if that is not possi- 
ble, which will bring us victory. 

“The rendering of service to the Nation 
is no imposition upon the individual. It seems 
to me that all too many people are too prone 
to concentrate on the comforts, pleasures, 
and luxuries our way of life makes possible— 
too remiss in showing forth in their lives a 
principle they utter with their lips and I 
believe acknowledge in their minds—the prin- 
ciple of the privilege of serving their kin, 
their country, and God. 

“The soldier foregoes many comforts, In 
place of luxuries he has hardships and often 


| grave danger. Sometimes he is called upon 


to make the supreme sacrifice and lay down 
his life for the cause he defends. He knows 
this. If he is a good soldier he early accepts 
it fully, unhesitatingly. It becomes basic in 
his actions in peace and in war. 

“This spirit is eloquently expressed in the 
inscription on the monument in Edinburgh 
to the Scottish-American dead of the First 
World War. It says: ‘“‘If it be life that waits, 
I shall live forever unconquered; if death, 
I shall die at last, strong in my pride and 
free,"’ 

‘None of this is new. Sacrifices have been 


made throughout the history of man. Our 
national history is replete with them. The 
history of our Army bears eloquent testimony 
to the dedication of its members to the ideal 

| of service to others. 
“Nothing is free. Nothing worthwhile is

the price we must be ready to pay to preserve | 





for the 
justice, 


future the blessings of liberty and 
of human dignity and of individual 


freedom which have been handed on to us 
from the past. 
“Seldom have military men been af- 


forded more challenging opportunities, 
more engrossing tasks than those which 
confront the leaders in our Army today. 
New weapons in constantly increasing 
numbers are being made available to the 
Army. Their mastery requires the appli- 
cation of technical skill and tactical judg- 
ment of the highest order. Because we 
are passing through a period of transition, 
there is a greater requirement than ever 
for mental flexibility, for creative imag- 
ination, for alert minds, ‘The orthodox 
mind maintains and preserves progress— 
the non-conformist makes progress.’ The 
far-flung deployment of Army forces 
places the Army’s officers and non-com- 
missioned officers in the position of am- 
bassadors of our country in many lands 
and many climes, 

“And upon the success they attain today 
in all their varied tasks, may well depend 
not only the success of our Nation in attain- 
ing its objectives, but perhaps even our na- 
tional survival. 

“At this point I should like to take a mo- 
ment to pay tribute to those who serve with 
the Army in a civilian capacity—from our 
highest civilian leaders to the hundreds of 
thousands of loyal and faithful employees 
without whose contributions the great work 
of the Army could not go forward. 

“In particular, we should be proud of our 
high-principled Secretary of the Army, Rob- 
ert T. Stevens. His integrity, courage, devo- 
tion to duty, and his loyalty to the members 
of the Army merit our deepest appreciation 
and support. 


OFFICER-ENLISTED RELATIONSHIP 


‘‘Now I come to the third and last topic I 
want to discuss—the officer-enlisted man re- 
lationship. 

“Our achievement of success as soldiers 
is made easier by the high caliber of men 
and women in today’s Army. One of the 
chief rewards which goes with member- 
ship in our Officer Corps, is the privilege 
of serving with our enlisted men. 

“In fact the two most important elements 
in any Army are first its Officer Corps and 
second its Non-commissioned Officer Corps. 

“The soldiers whom we command, like 


their predecessors throughout our history, 





have repeatedly proved that, when properly 
led, they are the finest fighting men in the 
world. Their intelligence, their enthusiasm, 
their ingenuity, and their initiative are among 
our strongest assets. But the responsibility 


| for bringing out these qualitics rests square- 


ly upon the officers. 

‘“‘We must ever remember that we are re- 
sponsible for our men, 24 hours a day, seven 
days a week, and that our success as officers 
rests solidly upon them, and regardless of 
whether we command a unit, or serve on & 
staff, They look to the Officer Corps for di- 
rection, guidance, and example. 

“It is in the intangible, but vital relation 
ship between officers and men, that leader- 
ship becomes an art, not a mere technique. 
The officer-enlisted man relationship is the 
foundation stone of sound discipline, the 
sine quo non of morale and esprit. 


“Closely allied to this relationship is 
the one whieh exists between the non- 
commissioned officer and his men, He is 
the close and indispensable associate of 
the commissioned officer in the attain- 
ment of the Army’s objectives. The Non- 
cemmissioned Officer Corps, with ite pro- 
fessional cadre of career personnel, is of 
vital importance in achieving the high 
standards to which our Army aspires. 


“Just as the Officer Corps must be the 
great reservoir of integrity, professional 
competence, and courageous leadership, so 
likewise must the Non-commissioned Officer 
Corps form the great reservoir of character, 
of devotion to duty, of loyalty, of professional 
competence that gives strength and substance 
to our Army. The non-commissioned officer's 
responsibilities are reflected in the relation- 
ship that exists between him and his sub- 
ordinates. 

“Coddling has no place in the relation- 
ship between leader and subordinate. The 
soldier is not a child, nor is he an object of 
pity. He is a colleague to be respected. He 
is a subordinate to be trained, guided, and 
directed. He is a fellow American who can 


| teach us much, no matter how many years 








we have served—a civilian on loan, whose 
Army service can make him a far better 
citizen of the future. 

“Each of us, regardless of rank, must be 
constantly ready to share in full the discom- 
forts, the hardships, and the dangers which 


| may fall to the lot of our men. This readt+ 
cheap. The service we perform, the sacrifices | y 


ness must be something that the men must 
know they can take for granted. It must rest 
upon demonstrated acts. 

“‘Inexperienced officers sometimes make 
the mistake of believing that they must 
court the liking of their men, as though 
they were taking part in a popularity 
contest. Nothing could more certainly 
lead to failure. Respect and considera- 
tion for subordinates are essential parts 
of the good officer’s attitude, but they 
must never overstep that line which dig- 
nity, honesty, and firmness dictate, and 
common sense demands, Character, cour- 
age, competence, and consideration will 
keep us on our side of that indefinable 
but ever-present line, and under the 
stresses and tensions of battke, however 
great, permit us to discharge our re- 
sponsibilities in keeping with the Army’s 
finest traditions. 


THE SUMMARY 


‘‘Now gentlemen, there is a single prin- 
ciple, a basic interrelationship, underlying 
the thoughts I have sought to convey to you 
today. That principle can be expressed in the 
statement which I made at the outset—that 
the only absolute weapon is man. 

‘‘In the final analysis, the form taken 
by warfare when the struggle becomes 
one of men against men—as, in the end, 
it must—is land combat, Only when we 
close with the enemy on the ground—as 
only armies can do—can we finally defeat 
his armed forees, and only by defeating 
enemy armed forces can we win victory 
over an enemy nation. 

“A basic element in our ability to win 
victory in battle is the relationship between 
our fighting men and our fighting officers 
who lead them. That relationship is grounded 
in the spirit of mutual respect, of mutual 
confidence, and of mutual understanding, in 
which discomforts, hardships, and dangers 
are properly shared, and In which ours can 
be the greatest reward that anyone can earn 
—the abiding respect of those who know us 
best—our comrades and associates. 

“To the officers and senior non-commis- 
sioned officers of the Army is granted the 
privilege of providing the example, the in- 
spiration, and the leadership through which 
the Army can continue to perform its vital 
service to the Nation in peace and in war. 

“This opportunity for useful, meaningful serv- 
ice is limitless. On the manner in which it is 
seized and carried out depends a significant share 
of our Country’s hope for a future of peace and 
freedom. No one could hope for a greater oppor- 
tunity. No one could ask for a finer challenge.”

French Chef vs. Army Senasuiite Contest 
Sparks Search for Better Cooked Rations 


@ LA ROCHELLE, FRANCE. To spark 
the Base Section operational ration improve- 
ment program M/Sgt. Tom W. Picard, Mess 
Steward of the 78038-7964 Army Units con- 
solidated mess at Laleu, invited an American 
housewife and a professional French chef 
into his kitchen to see which could prepare 
the most appetizing meal utilizing the Army's 
“C’’ (combat) rations. 

Joyce Williams, daughter of CWO and Mrs. 
Roy L. Peddy and Monsieur Marcel Guillon 
were equal to the challenge and after care 
fully checking the markings on each can, 
donned their aprons and went to work. Sfc 
Edgar H. Saunders, jr., who volunteered to 
judge the contest, diplomatically called it 
a draw. 

Miss Williams, who is a dance band vocal- 
ist as weil as an ‘‘expert amateur’’ cook. 
Says here favorite foods are broiled steak, 
spaghetti and devil's food cake with fluffy 
white icing. 

Marcel has been a chef at several leading 
French hoteis and restaurants, and is em- 
ployed at the snack bar in Aufredi Caserne, 
headquarters of the U. S. Army’s Base Sec- 
tion. He both praised and criticized Ameri- 
can food, or rather disagreed with some of 
our methods of preparation. Most French 
and American people like roasts and steaks, 
but—the French like their meats rare. The 
French also like hamburgers but their res- 
taurants and cafes don’t sell them. He doesn’t 
care too much for our ice cream because 
of the synthetic coloring and flavoring ex- 
tracts used in its preparation. He prefers 
to use fresh fruits. 

This culinary inquisition started when the 
command food advisor decided to conduct a 
three-month ration improvement contest, of- 
fering cash prizes for the best recipes sub- 
mitted by enlisted men.

At Laleu, 1st cook Cecil D. McCaskill. 
whose son, Cecil, jr., is a Mess Sgt. in Korea, 
stated that he had been working in Army 
mess halls and civilian restaurants for the 
past 22 years. He came up with some inter- 
eting observations regarding Army chow. He 
said the best thing to do to make the “C’ 
rations palatable was to combine them with 
the field ration. Integrate, disguise and sea- 
son are his secrets of success

Joint A-N Exercises 
On West Coast in March 


The Army and the Navy will hold joint 
training exercises along the U. S. West 
Coast between 14 and 30 March with 
more than 50 ships of the Pacific fleet 
and a 6000-man regimental combat team 
from the Army’s 2d Infantry Division 
participating, it was announced this 
week by the joint maneuver directors, 
Lt. Gen. W. G. Wyman, Sixth Army com- 
mander, and VAdm. W. K. Phillips, Com- 
mander, First Fleet. 

Exercises include embarkation of the 
combat team at a simulated advance 
base in Puget Sound and an amphibious 
landing at San Simeon Bay, Calif., with 
Army troops moving inland into rugged 
Hunter Liggett Military Reservation ter- 
rain to strike at the rear of an enemy 
(“Aggressor”) force. 

The Navy phase of the operations, 
PACTRAEX 55P, will be under the di- 
rection of Admiral Phillips, whose flag- 
ship will be the seaplane tender Curtis. 
Approximately 12,000 Navy personnel 
aboard the aircraft carriers Philippine 
Sea and Badoeng Strait, the heavy 
cruiser St. Paul, 8 destroyers, 4 subma- 
rines, 27 amphibious ships and miscel- 
laneous minecraft will participate. RAdm. 
A. E. Jarrell, Commander, Amphibious 
Training Command, Pacific Fleet, will 
be commander of the Amphibious Task 
Force. 

Exercise SURF BOARD, the Army 
phase of the maneuvers, which com- 
mences at the beach head, will be directed 
by General Wyman, with Brig. Gen. W. E. 
Dunkelberg, Assistant Commander, 6th 
Infantry Division, Ft. Ord as Deputy 
Maneuver Director. The exercise is de- 
signed to provide tactical training in 
amphibious operations for the regimental 
combat team as well as technical train- 
ing in supporting operations ashore for 
individuals and small units. 

The climax of Exercise SURF BOARD 
will be the assault landing of the 38th 
Regimental Combat Team, commanded 
by Col. B. F. Taylor, in the San Simeon 
area, which will be followed by the rapid 
movement of the force to the Hunter 
Liggett reservation.

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Navy Tests Peacetime 
Use Of ROD “Skymaster” 


An experimental program to evaluate 
peacetime use of Navy cargo-carrying 
planes by commercial airlines has been 
planned by the Navy and Slick Airways, 
of Burbank, Calif. 

The experiment involves the lease of a 
Navy R6D Skymaster to the Burbank firm 
for six months at a rental rate of $20,000 
a month. 

It ts hoped to determine whether Naval 
cargo planes, which would be needed in 
the event of mobilization, can be main- 
tained and put to productive use without 
cost to the Government, and still be im- 
mediately available in times of emer- 
gency. Under terms of the lease, the plane 
will be maintained continuously in ac- 
cordance with CAA regulations. 

The test is in keeping with the recent 
policy of the Air Coordinating Committee 
which states, “The further development 
of the air cargo industry, with particular 
emphasis on all-cargo services, is in the 
national interest and should be encour- 
aged.” 





Chamber to Simulate 
Stratosphere Flying 
A 70-ton chamber which can duplicate 
stratospheric flying conditions has been 
installed in AC Spark Plug Division’s Mil- 
waukee plant to test gun-bomb-rocket 
sights, bomber navigational computers 
and other instruments for the Air Force. 
The Government-owned test room was 
designed by AC engineers in cooperation 
with the Air Force and Teeney Engineer- 
ing Co., which built the unit. The cham- 
ber can simulate conditions to 100,000 feet, 
vibrate like a high-flying bomber, and pro- 
duce temperatures from 100 degrees be- 
low zero to 200 degrees above.

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Expect Hoover Report 
to Hit Offshore Buying 

Within the next 60 days Congress will 
receive a number of special reports from 
the Hoover Commission. Of interest to 
military contractors are those pertain- 
ing to excessive paperwork, military 
procurement, and offshore procurement. 
These are being prepared by special 
workings composed of management and 
fiscal experts from industry. 

The offshore procurement report prom- 
ises to be the most sensational. It will 
be somewhat similar to the report of the 
Senate Appropriation Committee which 
criticized the whole overseas purchasing 
policies and pointed out how American 
aid had been diverted to aid British 
commercial aviation. 





Marquardt Finds New 
Titanium Technique 


Problems encountered in welding ti- 
tanium sheet metal have been elimi- 
nated by new techniques developed by 
Marquardt Aircraft Company, Alan 
Levy, supervisor of the Materials and 
Process Section, stated this week. 

Mr. Levy’s conclusions were contained 
in a technical paper prepared for the 
Aircraft and Rocketry Panel of the 
American Welding Society. The paper 
was co-authored by Robert Wickham, 
Marquardt welding engineer, and was 
presented to the Los Angeles Section of 
AWS at Swally’s Cafe, 3 Feb. 

The paper outlined the Marquardt 
method of fusion welding utilized in the 
fabrication of an afterburner shroud for 
a turbojet engine. 





Garrett Elects Northrop 

John K. Northrop, founder and former 
president of Northrop Aircraft, Inc., has 
been elected as a member of the board of 
directors of The Garrett Corporation at 
the board’s regular meeting recently in 
Los Angeles, according to J. C. Garrett, 
president.

Now Attitude Indicator To Aid Blind 
Flying Tested and Put Into Production 


Development of an improved attitude | 


indicator that more adequately aids pilots 
to maneuver modern combat aircraft un- 
der “blind” flying conditions has been an- 
nounced by the Air Research and De- 
velopment Command at Baltimore, Md. 

The indicator, which was developed by 
Lear, Inc., and ARDC’s Wright Air De- 
velopment Center, at Dayton, Ohio, has 
completed flight tests, and has been put 
into production 

The new indicator, designated the MM-1 
for the 5-inch face model and MM-2 for 
the 3-inch face, combines several features, 
including a type of presentation, or dis- 
play, which is strikingly different. It per- 
mits easy reading at all pitch attitudes 
except vertical flight. 

This is even more remarkable since it 
has been done in a manner which makes 
the presentation compatible with present 
instruments of the simple “artificial ho- 
rizon” type. In other words, a_ pilot 
trained to use present instruments will 
feel at home with, or be accustomed to, 
the type of sensing employed. 

In addition to the ability of this instru- 
ment to provide accurate, quantitative 
indications of pitch and bank in practi- 
cally all degrees of attitude, the basic 
gyro mechanism in this instrument in- 
corporates the so-called Pitch-Bank com- 
pensator for turn error, which has proved 
so successful in recent attitude gyros. 

A third feature, which makes this in- 
strument attractive for some applica- 
tions, is its adaptability to an inclined

instrument panel. This is made possible | 
by locating its gyroscope apart from the | 
| and some foreign countries. 


indicator. 


Instead of a moving bar on a black 
background to represent the horizon, (as 
has been in general use since the late 
1920's), the new indicator uses a sphere 
graduated in degrees of pitch. An “equa- 
torial” line about this sphere corresponds 
to the present horizon bar. 


The horizon bar on present instru- 
ments, however, is limited to a movement 
of only about 27 degrees in pitch. It, 
therefore, gives accurate quantitative in- 
formation only near the zero pitch con- 
dition. The new indicator has freedom 
up to almost 90 degrees in pitch and 
gives accurate quantitative information 
throughout this range. This pitch attitude 
information has become a necessity on 
present fighters and light and medium 
bombers. 


In addition to the equatorial line on the 
sphere, other small circles are displayed 
between the equator and poles to provide 
the angular pitch reference. The bottom 
half of the sphere is painted a darker 
color to provide a distinct contrast be- 
tween climb and dive. This makes it pos- 
sible for the pilot to recognize the exact 
attitude of his aircraft at a glance. 

The remote gyro mechanism with the 
turn error compensation already is in use 
in the Air Force in several aircraft, where 
it has proved quite successful when used 
with the horizon bar type of presentation. 
This idea originated at WADC a few 
years ago and was incorporated first into 
an attitude indicator manufactured under 
Air Force contract by Lear, Inc. Since 
that time it has been adopted by the Navy 








XV-3 CONVERTIPLANE, developed for the Army under a joint Army-Air Force 
contract, was unveiled 10 Feb. during a brief rollout ceremony at Bell Aircraft 
Corporation plant at Ft. Worth, Tex. The XV-3 is a tilting-rotor design converti- 
plane. It features combination rotor-propellers mounted near the tips of a stubby 
fixed wing which operate as helicopter rotors for takeoffs and landings and tilt 
forward to perform as conventional propellers for cruising and high-speed flight. 


Army’s Tilting Rotor XV-3 Flies Up Like 
Helicopter, Forward Like Airplane 


The Army’s new XV-3 convertiplane 
was unveiled 10 Feb, at the Ft. Worth, 
Tex., plant of the Bell Aircraft Corp., 


before an audience of high-ranking mili- | 


tary officers, company officials, civic lead- 
ers and newsmen. 

Developed by Bell and the Air Force’s 
Air Research and Development Com- 
mand under a joint Army-Air Force con- 
tract, the strange craft is designed to 
combine the advantages of helicopter and 
the airplane. 

In its present configuration it is a four- 
place observation - reconnaissance air- 
craft, or a two-place (pilot, medical at- 
tendant) evacuation-rescue craft with 
litters for two patients. However, its pro- 
ponents claim it is also suitable for trans- 
porting men, equipment and _ supplies 
within the combat zone with delivery to 
the point of tactical use. It might also 
be used, they point out, for reinforce- 
ment, resupply. relief and rescue work. 

Technically, the Bell XV-3 converti- 
plane is an aircraft designed to combine 
the hovering and vertical flight capa- 
bilities of the helicopter with the high 
cruising speed (about 175 miles per hour) 
and long range (compared to the heli- 
copter) performance of the airplane. 
Twin, three-bladed, rotors are mounted 
near the tips of a relatively small wing. 
The rotor mast axis is vertical for heli- 
copter operation. After a basic speed is 
reached, the masts are tilted forward, 


| 


through approximately 90 degrees, until 
they are horizontal and the rotors are 
acting as propellers. 

During this conversion process, which 
requires 10 to 15 seconds, the lift load is 


| transferred from the rotors to the wing. 


After conversion, a transmission gear 
shift similar to an automobile overdrive 
is used to reduce rotor speed and, there- 
by, attain improved high-speed perform- 
ance, In case of engine failure during 
the airplane operation, power-off con- 
version back to helicopter configuration 
can be made and then the craft merely 
makes a helicopter autorotation landing. 

Military spokesmen said the primary 
purpose of the convertiplane program is 
to explore the tilting-rotor design for 
tactical use as an Army observation- 
reconnaissance, evacuation and liaison 
aircraft, air rescue mission and potential 
future development of larger cargo/as- 
sault transport versions. 

Measurements of the XV-3 are: 30 feet 
long, 13 feet high, with a 30-foot wing- 
span, Power is supplied by a single Pratt 
& Whitney engine located behind the 
pilot-passenger cabin in the aft section 
of the fuselage. An improved version of 
the Bell-originated skid landing gear is 
used on the craft. 

Exhaustive “tie-down” ground tests are 
scheduled for the XV-3 convertiplane at 
the Bell Aircraft plant before actual flight 
tests begin.

Both the Navy and Air Force have in- 
dicated that changes should be made in 
this draft to meet their requirements. 

Directives issued by Secretary Wilson 
last year allow contractors to receive up 
to 75% of their actual disbursements, In 
special instances this may be raised at 
the secretarial level to 90%. 

Pentagon fiscal officials have main- 
clauses and the three sets of rules invite 
many “end runs” around their announced 
policy. Examples are given where con- 
tractors have received progress payments 
20 to 30 per cent above disbursements. 

A new standardized form, or certificate, 
is being drawn to be used with the new 
proposed contract clause. 
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Navy Rejects Six Johnson Bd. Proposals; 
Sees No Need For Compulsion Of Reserves 


The Navy has rejected the Johnson | 
Board recommendation calling for the 
creation of a DCNO for Naval Reserve 
with the rank of Vice Admiral. 

At the same time, recommendations 
asking for the establishment and desig- 
nation of two Reserve Flag Officer bil- 
lets in the Navy Department were also 
turned down. 

In making announcement of Navy ac- 
tion on the 105 Johnson Board recom- 
mendations, Assistant Navy Secretary 
(Personnel and Reserve Forces) Albert 
Pratt stated that the replacement of the 
present Assistant Chief of Naval Opera- 
tion by a DCNO for Naval Reserve 
would create a basically “unsound or- 
ganization.” 

He told those attending his Pentagon 
press conference that such an organiza- 
tion would tend to place too much em- 
phasis on Reserve matters when the 
Navy is interested in integrating the Re- 
serves and Regulars. The problems of Re- 
serves and Regulars, he affirmed, should 
be considered as a “package.” 

The Secretary also stated that while 
not as many Reserves are participating 
in the Reserve program as the Navy 
would like, there are no plans to bring 
compulsion to bear in the Reserve Pro- 
gram. “As long as we can,” he stated, 
“we will attempt to operate a voluntary 
Reserve plan. We will not use punitive 
measures,” to force participation. 

In addition, three other recommenda- 
tions of the Naval Reserve Evaluation 
Board were disapproved. They are: That 
part of recommendation 40 which would 
have permitted the release of Reserve 
aviators at an activity nearest their 
anticipated point of residence or at the 
activity which enlisted them; 

Recommendation 48, calling for the de- 
velopment of a rotational system of en- 
listed TAR personnel, was killed on the 
grounds that such a program would re- 
sult in preferential shore-sea rotation of 
Reserves. In addition, Secretary Pratt 
said, training planners have determined 
that such a system is impractical; and, 
Recommendation 55, which asked for 
the development of a promotion system 
for the Naval Reserve which would 
more nearly fit the needs of the Navy, 
was turned down since it has been super-

1,000th B-47 Crew; 
Build B-52 Runway 


The 1,000th B-47 Stratojet crew has be- 
gun training, and coincidentally work 
Was initiated on a mammoth B-52 run- 
way. 

These developments were outlined this 

week by Col. Lawrence C. Coddington, 
USAF, in a meeting at McConnell AFB, 
Kans., with reporters touring Air Force 
training bases. 
Since activation of McConnell in 1951— 
it was formerly the Wichita Municipal 
Airport—the world’s first Stratojet base 
has trained 2,091 B-47 pilots, 1,000 ob- 
servers and an unspecified number of 
B-47 fliers with special ABC qualifica- 
tions for Atomic, Bacteriological and 
Chemical warfare. 

Additionally, 88 senior Air Force offi- 
cers have completed a special two-week 
course during which they make two 
flights. 

Intention is to accelerate this senior 
officer training beginning late this month. 

The B-52 runway, which will be 12,000 
feet long and 300 feet wide, with a thick- 
ness of 17-18 inches, is slated for com- 
pletion in January 1956. 

At present, McConnell supports ap- 
proximately 72 B-47’s and 10 T-33’s for 
the B-47 transition training, 90 per cent 
of whose graduates go into the Strategic 
Air Command.

The base has 413 officers, 4,140 airmen 
and 559 civilians, with an annual payroll 
of more than $17,000,000.

Eight Johnson Board recommendations 
were not acted upon, the Navy explained, 
because of operational and budgetary 
considerations. 

They are: 

Recommendations 18, 19, 20 and 21 hav- 
ing to do with the assignment of ships 
to the programs for the training of Re- 
servists. It is recognized, the Navy said, 
that these programs are of paramount 
importance to the development of the 


Reserve program. While budgetary limi- | 


tations prevent the assignment of large 
vessels to the Reserves for training pur- 
poses, studies are now in progress which 
the Navy hopes will result in the assign- 
ment of additional small craft and afloat 
training facilities; 

Recommendations 34, 35 and 36 deal- 
ing with afloat training of Reservists. 
These three recommendations encompass 
operational policy considerations from a 
personnel standpoint which have not yet 
been worked out by the Navy; and, 

Recommendation 96 relating to the 
carrier qualifications of Naval Reserve 
Aviators. Action on this recommendation, 
the Navy said, will depend to a certain 
extent on studies now being made. The 
question of carrier training for Reserv- 
ists is currently being studied by CNO, 
Fleet Commanders, and Commander, 
Naval Air Reserve Training. 

The remaining 90 recommendations 
submitted by retired VAdm. Felix John- 
son’s Board were approved by Navy Sec- 
retary Charles S. Thomas who has di- 
rected them to be implemented by Ad- 
miral Robert B. Carney, USN, Chief of 
Naval Operations. 

The Johnson Board report and its at- 
tendant recommendations were submit- 
ted to the Secretary of the Navy on 2 
Aug. 1954, after nine months of exami- 
nation of the Naval Reserve involving 
a nation-wide tour of Naval Reserve 
Training Centers and Naval Air Stations. 

Other members of the Board were: Mr.

nominally on this issue, but the major- 
ity against him was actuated by other 
hostilities—within his own party as 
well as outside it—made up in part of 
deputies worried about the tax and 
other internal reforms on which the 
energetic Mendés-France had hoped to 
embark as soon as the foreign policies, 
so boldly and competently undertaken, 
should be disposed of. At the moment 
of writing, M. Pinay, apparently recov- 
ered from previous bruises in office, is 
seeking to form a government, with 
small chance of its durability. When 
we behold France’s governmental sys- 
tem in operation (or non-operation) 
there is a temptation to forget the de- 
merits of our own. 


RUSSIA’S SYSTEM works rapidly 
anyway, aS was discovered on Tuesday 
when Georgi Malenkov was heaved out 
of the premiership in which the out- 
side world on Monday evening thought 
him still safely installed. In his “resig- 
nation” he admitted his agricultural 
program had failed, but this was no 
news to western observers. 

The significant thing is that Russia’s 
drive for heavy industry, with minor 
concern over consumers’ goods and the 
living scale, is to be resumed under the 
new premier, Marshal Bulganin, long 
the administrative chief of the Soviet 
army although himself not notable for 
martial performance. This indicates a 
further drive for rearmament—indeed 
Molotov, in a new and vindictively anti- 
American speech, volunteered a boast 
of marked Russian progress in thermo- 
nuclear devices—and from this we can 
draw our own conclusions.

The bulk of the paratroopers, 1,800, 
were dropped over the Drop Zone 28 Jan. 
in 38 inches of snow. Another group 
jumped the following day, and a com- 

| pany, held in reserve for a_ possible 

| breakthrough by “aggressor forces,” 
parachuted into the zone 30 Jan. Addi- 
tional equipment also was dropped. 

Personnel of the 503d were airlifted 
to Alaska for Snowbird by the 314th 
Troops Carrier Wing, Greenville, S. C.,, 
assisted by the 456th Troop Carrier Wing, 
at Charleston AFB, S. C., the 62d Troop 
Carrier Wing of Larson AFB, Wash., and 
the 634th TCW of Donaldson AFB, S. C. 

The first part of Exercise Snowbird 
was staged in Galena, but poor weather 
forced its cancellation after only three 
days of maneuvers. Poor visibility made 
it necessary for pilots to fly by instru- 
ments in tight formations. Maneuver di- 
rectors decided this was too much risk, 
and Phase 1 was curtailed. 

Maj. Gen. James J. Collins, command¢- 
ing general of the U. S. Army in Alaska 
and also maneuver director, said: 

“I am extremely pleased with the val- 
uable information gained from Snow- 
bird. We have learned much about air 
transportability of ground troops into an 
area which was accessible only by air. 
We have gained much knowledge in the 
field of engineering as it applies to the 
construction of roads and ice-bridges in 
unbroken country, and the ability of 
ground troops to maneuver rapidly in 
snow covered isolated areas when sup 
plied by aerial drop. Credit for the suc- 
cessful completion of this very impor- 
tant mission belongs to every officer and 
individual soldier and airman who par- 
ticipated both actively and administra- 
tively.” 

Colonel McNickle described Snowbird 
as “another milestone on the road of ex- 
perience for the 314th Wing and the en- 
tire Eighteenth Air Force. From our 
troop carrier viewpoint, the paratroop 
drops at Talkeetna in support of Snow- 
bird were highly successful. This accom- 
plishment, under sub-Arctic conditions, is 
a tribute to the efforts of the pilots, navi- 
gators, maintenance and all assisting 
crews.” 
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
